PRESIDENT BLANCO CONDEMNS A REBEL

The on land however, was 
discovered by Presiaer* Bianco and frustrated 
before the privateer arrived.gThe steamer sailed 
from the eastern extremity of the coast to the 
westerd limit without receiving any signs of 
Operation.

THE CROP 

There is no longer much reason to doubt 
that an abundant cereal yield will reward 
the efforts of American farmers this year. 
The prospect has changed wonderfully with- 
in the past few days. A long spell of wet 
weather has been succeeded by genial sun- 
shine, whieh comes just in the niek of time 
to prevent the widespread failure which was 
60 generally feared. The face of nature has 
been changed almost as if by magic. The 
wheatfields are luxuriant, and already the 
hum of the reaper has worked its way from 
the fringe of the Torrid Zone into the south- 
ern counties of Lilinois, where it will pro- 
gress northward at the rate of more than a 
score of miles per day towards the region 
around Lake Superior. Therg is probably 
some falling off in the ac of spring 
wheat, and that crop may fall to a still lower 
point in the scale of importance than ever. 
But it bids fair to be more than compensated 
by an increase in the yield of the winter 
variety, which, after all, is the mainstay of 
the oldercivilized communities. Should this 
probability be realized it will vindicate the 
wisdom of those ‘who erstwhile labored so 
hard to ehange the rules for wheat trading in 
this city. Our receipts of little more than 
$,000,000 bushels for the first five months of 
the year may bé followed by nearly as great 
an aggregate for July alone, and a further 
increase im volume for the later months of 
the year. 

The outlook for corn is equally encourag- 
ing. Parties whose interests demand that 


| they should take keen note of progress re- 


port that there was never such a large acre- 
age planted in the United States to corn in 
any former year as now, and never was the 
prospect better for a good yield per acre. 
The rotting of seed in the ground has been 
very small ‘in comparison with what was 
feared would result from the cold rains of 
May, and the gbowing is generally a very 
good one. is always some failure, 
even in the best of years, and the area of 
poor yield does not promise to be greater 
thin that of 1880, which gave us corn enough 
and to spare for the disastrous year follow- 
ing. 

These are the two great staples. Good 
crops of wheat and corn mean prosperity; 
but the other cereals are not wanting in rich 
promise. Oats are expected to give a large 
crop, and the conditions are good for barley, 
though it is yet too early to say much of the 
latter. 

The prospect is especially cheering in view 
of the poor crop yield of last year. The 
effects of a bad harvest in 1881 have already 
been felt to such an extent as to warrant the 
inference that “hard times” would follow 
a sioiilar harvest in 1882. Our cakrying 
interests are prostrated, and that has en- 
tailed a serious curtailment in numerous 
departments of activity, especiaily the iron 
interests. It is notorious that transportation 
property does not now pay anything like 
current expenses and interest, and a pro- 
noun shrinkage in “values” could 
searcely be avoided uniess that property 
soon finds more active employment than in 
the recent past. But large crops of cereals 
now would soon revive the slumbering activ- 
ities and reéstablish popular confidence in the 
stability of good times. One could scarcely 
expect that under such conditions present 
starvation prices for breadstuffs could be long 
maintained. But that is not desirable. A 
décline in prices would be welcome to all 
except the few whose hopes of speculative 
profit are jeopardized thereby. The farming 
elass could well afford to accept a little less 
per bushel fora greatly increased quantity, 
and the hearts of consumers would rejoice 
at the cheapening of food that must follow 
when the broad areas of the West Jaugh 
under the burden of a luxuriant harvest.

THE COST OF THE ARREARS ACT. 

The Arrears-of-Pensions act will forever 
de a monument to the ignorance and im- 
providence of the Congress that passed it. 
It became a law in the spring of 1879. It is 
still an object of speculation. News can be 
dug out of itany day in the year. The ex- 
act results of it are undetermined. The fact 
that its cost is unknown three years after its 
enactment is a sufficient indictment of its 
authors abd promoters. The magnificent 
Ingalls, it is true, has said that he does not 
care whether it costs one hundred millions or 
one thousand millions. There was a time 
when Ingalls was not so careless about hun- 
dreds of millions. It is searfcely in good 
taste in the Senator from Kansas, who in 
the nature of his election and subsequent 
service in the Senate has been a political ac- 
cident, to be indifferent to the expenditure 
of public money. While it may be possible 
to offer a decent justification of the principle 
of the bill, there can be no defense of the 
manner of its passage. The prudent 
man of old did not begin to build 
a house without first sitting down 
to count the cost of it, Yet the Congress of 
the United 8 was induced by fraudulent 
r utation to pass a bill that will cost, 
first and last, $750,000,000, in the belief that 
it would require an expenditure of some- 
thing less than $20,000,000. 

The cost of the Arrears act has never been 
accurately computed, and cannot be until all 
its provisions have been carried into effect. 
An approximate estimate can, however, be 
made that will be much hearer to the truth 
than the Pension-Office has yetcome. Prior 
to the passage ef the Arrears act the appro- 
priations for pensions were about stationary. 
They had been slowly diminishing each year 
owing to deaths, remarriages, and lapses of 
various kinds on the part of pensioners. In 
1871 the pensions were $34,400,000, In 1878 
they were $27,100,000. Taking this last sum 
as the normal amouht due to pensioners 
it is evident that the increase each 
year since i878 has been due to 
the operation of the Arrears act. The 
appropriations for the last five fiscal 
years, includimg 1888, have been as fol- 
lows: 1879, $85,121,000; 1880, $56,777,000; 1881, 
$50,059,000; 1882, $68,282,000; 1883, $100,000,- 
000; total, $310,239,000. If the average appro- 
priation for these years had been $27,100,000, 
as in 1878, the total amount appropriated 
would have been $135,685,000, or $174,554,000 
less than the amount actually expended fer 
this purpose. This is the direct outlay caused 
by the Arrears act up to and including the 
fiscal year of 1883. But Commissioner Dud- 
ley has estimated that two more appropria- 
tions of $100,000,000 each, one-half of which 
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There are still the indirect consequences 
of the act to be considered. ‘This brings us 
at once to the items in the pending Appro- 
priation bill for the increase of the clerical 
@orce engaged in the adjustment of pension 
claims. Nominally the increased cost oft ad- 
ditional service as compared with the fiscal 
year of 1882 will be $1,900,000. But it should 
be remetibered that this is but the last of a 
series of increased appropriations for cleri- 
eal service on account of the Arrears act 
during the last few years. The pensions 
work is done in the Office of the Commis- 
sioner of Pensions, the Surgeon-General’s 
Office, the Adjutant-General’s Office, the 
Second-Controller’s Office, and the nd 
and Third Auditors’ offices. Without ifem- 
izing the expenditures for clerical service in 
these offices during the last five years, it is 
sufficient to state that the aggregates 
compare as follows;

$1,522,000; after 
Arrears act, 1880, $1,583,000; 1881, $1,731,000; 
1882, $2,116,000; 1883, $4,012,080, addi- 
tional cost of executing the pensién laws in 
the last four years, owing to the Arrears act, 
will be $3,358,000. The nature of the in- 
crease may be ascertained by a comparison 
of the expenditures for clerk-hire in the sev- 
eral bureaus in 1879, before the Arrears act 
went into effect, and in the bill now pend- 
ing and likely to pass without opposition for 
the fiscal year 1883:

Here is an annual increase of two and one 
half millions for clerk-hire alone, due to 
the Arrears act. It is true the increase is 
asked for only three years more, but it will 
amount to seven and one-half millions for 
that period, and much if not all of it will be 
permanent, owing to the growth of the regu- 
lar pension appropriation from $27,000,000 to 
$50,000,000. For the coming fiscal year alone, 
the Committee on Appropriations has ecom- 
mended an Increase of $200,000 for the Ad- 
jutant-General’s office, $224,000 for the 
Surgeon-General’s office, and more than $1, 
000,000 in the Pension Office proper. Fi 
and last the cost of administering the Ar- 
rears law in the last four and the next twenty 
years will not be less than $25,000,000, 
or considerably more than the whole 
sum, including the pensions themselves, 
estimated to be taken out of the 
Treasury by the operation of the act 
when it was debated and passed by Congress. 
The foolhardiness of the whole proceeding 
in Congress cannot be more forcibly shown 
than in these figures. Since the law has 
been passed and itis not to be repealed, it 
cannot be executed too soon. The Govern- 
ment has a large surplus revenue whieh may 
as well be spentin this way as any other. 
The House Appropriations Committee has 
performed a simple duty in recommending an 
increase of the clerieal force, but it is highly 
desirable that the people should know what 
that increase has amounted to in the last five 
years, and what the cause of it has been. If 
the experience of Congress im connection 
with this Arrears act shall teach it in the 
future to look before it leaps, the lesson, 
though dearly purchased, will have some 
compensatory value.

GOOD FOR MISSOURI. 

At last the people of Missouri have aroused 
themselves to the determination that crime 
shall be punished, and that the gangs of out- 
laws which have infested that State so long 
shall no longer rob, plunder, and kill with 
impunity, or hold possession of the country 
by means of terrorism. It has been more 
than once predicted that the popular patience 
some day would give out, and that when it 
did there would be a terrible reckoning with 
these gangs of marauders. That time has 
come for the desperadoes who robbed the 
bank at Brookfield on Wednesday last, and 
it will be observed that the people have not 
waited upon the slow processes of law, but 
have taken the matter into their own hands, 
and have gone on a hunt of their own for the 
scoundrels. 

The method of robbing the bank was simi- 
lar to that pursued by these desperadoes 
many times before. Six of them, heavily 
armed, masked, and riding swift horses. 
drove into town in the afternoon. While 
one of them held the horses, the others went 
into the bank and with drawn revolvers com- 
pelled the Cashier to hand over what money 
he had, amounting to $6,000, They then left, 
mounted their horses, and, firing at any one 
who got in their way, rapidly dashed out of 
town. The Marshal gathéred a posse of 500 
men immediately and they were off on the 
trail without delay. The news was sent in 
every direction by telegraph, and a train-load 
of armed men was soon off for the hunt. 
The desperadoes are surrounded, and in six 
counties men have left their fields, stores, 
and shops, and joined in the chase, deter- 
mined that this gang at least shal! not get 
away. As the thieves are surrounded and 
the executors of the law of the people are 
not impeded with warrants or legal papers 
of any description, there is no question as to 
the result of the hunt, and no blame can at- 
tach em if they administer summary 
justice. In that section of the State where 
this robbery was committed neither life nor 
property has been secure for a long time, 
The people have been overridden by the 
scoundrels, shot down if they gave informa- 
tion against them, and plundered at will, and 
at last they have determined to get rid of 
them, as they would of a herd of wild ani- 
mals roaming at large. They have not only 
suffered individually, but the whole State 
has suffered; and its good name has been 
assailed on account of the immunity whieh 
these desperadoes have enjoyed. 

Now that the people have waked up to the 
necessity of doing something fot themselves, 
there is every reasorrto believe that they will 
soon Tid the State of these outlaws. The 
latter have carried on their operations with a 
bold hand, because they believed there would 
e no interference. They had no fear of 
eourts or Sheriffs, because they could easily 
escape from them, or if captured they knew 
that withesses would not dare to testify 
against them. It is not likely that any testi- 
mony will be needed in this case, and if their 
punishment is sharp and quick other gangs 
of their kind will give Missouri a wide befth 
in future. If the people will keep up this 
kind of justice they will soon rid them- 
selves of the pests. If they had pursued 
the same policy with the James gangs 
long ago they would have got rid of 
them also, and it would not havé been 
necessary fot maudlin sentimentallsts to 
have mourned over the manner of their tak- 
ing off. If the people had arisen and hunted 
Jesse James and all the rest of his cut-throats, 
as they have these bank-robbers, his career 
would have been ended long ago, and with 
him that of many others of his associates. It 
is to be hoped that when the people have dis- 
posed of this gang there wil) be no attempt 
to lionize mem; that ministers will not find 

them ; that 
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except the gratifying 

are where they can neither kill nor steal any 
longer. If ever lyneh law Were justified, it 
isin Missouri. When lite and property are 
both insecure and the courts cannot protect 
them, then in the interest of self-protection 
the people must take care of themselves. 
Now that they have commenced doing this 
in Missouri, there is no reason why they 
should not be as secure as in other States if 
they only keep it up. 


SENTIMENT IN POLITICS, 

There could be no more idle thing in politics 
than an attempt to conduct the affairs o f the 
Republican party in disregard of the spirit 
and purpose of the Garfield Administration. 
Garfield is dead, but he yet speaketh. As 
was well said of him by Mr. Capeller at Co- 
lumbus the other day: Hoe showed a deter- 
mination to be President ofall the United 
States in fact as well asin name, and fore- 
shadowed a policy that did readily draw to 
him as with eords of steel all classes and 
conditions of men of every shade of political 
faith.” To ignore this fact is to be blind to 
the one great centrai feature of the political 
situation. Garfield is dead, but he is ever 
present in the minds of the people; he is 
more thought of than any living man 
in the United States. The spirit which gov- 
erned his Administration still animates the 
masses of the Republican party; and what is 
equally important to be considered 1s, that 
this spirit has taken strong hold of the minds 
of the independent thiakers of all political 
parties. 

If on that fatal Saturday of the great 
tragedy Garfield’s four months’ Administra- 
tion could have been submitted to the peo- 
ple it would have been approved not only 
by the bulk of the Republican party, but by 
large masses of Democrats. There is no 
gainsaying the fact that Garfield the Chief 
Magistrate had made great strides towards 
gereral popular approval; and it is equally 
indisputable that Garfield the man, strug- 
gling with pain and suffering, gained a 
complete empire over the popular heart, 
so that when death came it struck down the 
idol of the people. 

Let the party that cast down this idol be- 
ware of the wrath of the people! The 
love of Garfield is no ephemeral sentiment. 
He won his way to the heart of the people 
by a long term of faithful service; and mill- 
ions of men think of his death, and will 
long continue to think of it, as that of a 
martyr to the cause of true Republicanism. 
We do not recur to this phase of the subject 
of the great tragedy to provoke discussion 
and stir up strife. But we draw attention to 
it as indubitably a fact of the situation, and 
a fact, too, which it w be unwise for prac- 
tieal politicians to ignore. * 

Practical politicians may despise senti- 
ment, and Democratic politicians can afford 
to, for there is no,sentiment in the Demo- 
eratic party to speak of. But for this very 
reason Republican politicians cannot afford 
to ignore sentiment, because pretty much all 
the sentiment there is in the American peo- 
ple is to be found in the Republican party. 
Abolishing slavery was nothing but senti- 
ment; Democrats opposed it and Republicans 
favored it, and were ready to give and did 
give their lives for the sentiment. The 
union of the States, one and indivisible, is a 
sentiment; the Democratic party doubted 
whether it was worth, preserving, but the 
Republican party never Vesltated a moment. 
Keeping the public faith is a sefg%iment, but 
the Republican party has had many a strug- 
gle in Congress to keep the public faith in- 
violate. A silver dollar or a gold eagle is a 
real thing, while the Star-Spangled Banner is 
a sentiment. Yet there are millions of 
Ameriegns who would make no sacrifice of 
conseq@pnce for the so-called real thing, but 
who would give their lives to save the flag 
of thélr country from disgrace. 

Practical Republican politicians should 
bear this fact in mind: that the Republican 
party is the party par excellence of senti- 
ment. It has fought for sentiment; it has 
ineurred billions of debt for sentiment; it 
has taxed everything we eat, drink, and wear 
for sentiment; it has incorporated sentiment 
into the Constitution. And it is obvious that 
the American people are full, so to speak, of 
sentiment, for in all these sentimental acts 
the Republican party has been heartily sus- 
tained. 7 

If now in the conduct of Republican party 
affairs this sentiment of reverence for Gar- 
field’s memory sball be utterly ignored, is it 
noteminently probable that the result will 
be disastrous? The practical politician, 
whether Republican or Democrat, is wise 
after his generation. The practical Repub- 
lican politician will do well to reflect that his 
party is often controlled by sentiment; that 
the Garfield sentiment in the party is as 
strong today as it was on that black day of 
the lamented President’s death, and, in fine, 
that the Republican party without sentiment 
would be like a lamp without oll.

MORE TAXATION. 

There was a motion in the House of Rep- 
resentatives afew days ago to suspend the 
rules and pass a bill to increase the tax on 
woolen hosiery, knit goods, shirts, drawers, 
Ste., from 35 cents on the dollar, the present 
tax, to 8 cents. This motion failed—yeas, 
135; nays, 70—it requiring two-thirds to sus- 
pend the rules and pass the bill. It is but 
justice to the people of the country that they 
should know who voted for this bill to in- 
crease, more than double, the tax on a class 
of the most essential kind of clothing. We 
give the list of those Representatives from 
the Northwestern States voting for this 
increase of tax.

T TRON AND STEEL OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

There seems to be considerable usion, 
if not misrepresentation, on the subject of 
the rates of wages paid to men engaged in 
the iron and steel manufacture in this coun- 
try. A Chicago employer, in an interview 
on Thursday, made this statement to a 
representative of Tue TRIBUNE:

It is quite possible that every word and 
figure given in this statement is literally 
true, and that the wages named are paid as 
stated; nevertheless, taken as a whole, it does 
not fairly represent the facts. That there 
may be one mechanic whois paid $12.50 a day 
does not fairly explain that there are 100 others 
who are paid less than $3 per day, and the 
character of the weges paid to the workmen 
is to be measured not by that paid to one man 
at the head of each branch of service, but by 
that which is paid to them asa whole. Mr. 
James M. Swank, Secretary of the American 
Iron and Steel Association, whose report of 
the iron and steel industry of the United 
States tor the census will always be a mon- 
ument to his intelligence, ability, and thor- 
ough information, furnishes the best and 
most complete statement of the rates 
of wages generally and specifically paid 
to workmen in the iron and steel 
mills of the country. This report is com- 
plete in all its details, and we take from that 
report the following facts and figures. These 
figures are for the census year 1880. A ton 
represents 2,000 pounds. It includes blast 
furnaces, rolling-mills, steel works, forges, 
and bloomeries. The whole number of es- 
tablishments was 1,005. The amount of cap- 
ital invested was put down at 820.971.884. 
The total production of iron and steel was 
7,265,140 tons, of which 8,781,021 were of pig- 
iron, and of Bessemer and open-hearth steel 
985,208 tons. 

The States producing tron and steel in 1880 
in the order of their rank were: (1) Pennsyl- 
vania, 3,616,668 tons; (2) Ohio, 930,141 tons; 
(3) New York, 598,300 tons; (4) IIlinois, 417,- 
967; (5) New Jersey, 243,860 tons. These are 
all the States producing over 200,000 tons. In 
1870 Lilinois stood No. 15 in rank among the 
iron-producing States, In the rank of counties 
producing iron and steel, Cook County, 
{ilinois, ranks No. 5, being exceeded only by 
four of the counties in Pennsylvania. In 
the prodsetion of Bessemer steel ingots in 
1880 Pennsylvania produced 3% per cent, 
Iilinois 26 per cent, New York 9 per cent, 
and Ohio 8 per cent. 

On the subject of labor and wages, the re- 
port gives the following general particulars 
and details for the year 1880:

FIVE HUNDRED EDUCATED MEN SEEK- 
ING A SMALL JOB! 

The Board of Education of this city gave 
notice recently that it would require the 
services of 125 canvassers to take the new 
school census. On Thursday morning last 
more than 500 ablebodied men besieged the 
rooms of the board clamoring for the three 
weeks’ job at $2.50 per diem. 

Of course in a large city like Chicago an 
offer of ordinary employment at however 
small wages would always de responded to 
by large numbers of idle persons waiting 
for something to “turn up.” But the pecul- 
iarity of the case under consideration is this: 
The persons required for the specified serv- 
ice by the board must be possessed of a fair 
education, must know how to read, how to 
write, and how to handle figures; in a word, 
they must belong to the class who have had 
the advantages of the intellectual training 
afforded by the public schools. The large 
number of applicants for temporary employ- 


ment commanding very small wages in this 


case shows that the intellectual training of 
the school does not fit boys for the actual 
duties of life—does not properly equip them 
to become successful men. — 

Presumably every man- of the 500 can 
read, but probably not one knows how 
to shove a plane; all of them can write, but 
not one of them can make a pattern for a 
casting; they can ciphery but are helpless in 
the presence of the simplest problem of 
practical mechanics. They were educated 
for the higher walks in life, for the higher 
®vocations, for the professions; but the 
ranks of these avocations and professions 
are full, and the 500 find themselves 
stranded. They aspire to something better 
than using their hands, and behold those 
who know how to use their hands are far 
above them in the scale of prosperity! 
There is work for the hand, but their hands 
have not been trained. They would now 
gladly use their hands, but their hands are 
ignorant. In the schools where they were 
educated they perhaps absorbed mach in- 
formation, but they were not taught to as- 
similate it, and in the presence of the real 
problems of life they find tfemselves in- 
capable of using it to advantage. They were 
educated to live by their wits, and they find 
competition so sharp that they are reduced 
to seeking small jobs at wages lower than 
the pay of good mechanics—men who work 
with their hands. 

It is evident that it is not enough for boys 
to know how to read, write, and cipher. Nor 
is it enough if their intellectual training is 
carried to a high pitch of perfection. Solv- 


ing knotty problems in moral philosophy 


may be a very fascinating employment, but 
it is not certain to pay for bread and butter. 
On the other hand, the picture of the smith 
at the forge covered with coal-dust, or of the 
machinist at the lathe, black and greasy, is 
not aliuring; but these men are hammering 
and turning out the world’s destiny. They 
represent and stand for the spirit of progress 
in material things; and as they contribute to 
this progress something that mankind can- 
not do without, they are paid promptly for 
their services, while the moral philosopher 
sometimes waits. 

The Chicago Board of Education may per- 
haps take a hint from its experience in tak- 
ing the school census. If it will make the 
course of instruction in the public schools 
more practical, the graduates thereof will 
be better able to fight the battle of life, and 
the number of persons in search of small 
jobs will be far less than it is now. In a 
word, there is an oversupply of intellectually 
trained persons and a short supply of skilled 
laborers. Manual training in the puplic 
schools would not render the graduates less 
intellectual, but it would make them more 
practical and beWer fit them to earn their 
daily bread.

JOHN BCOTT RUSSELL, 

the famous engineer, is dead, aged 74. He was 
born in the Vale of Clyde in 1808, received his 
education at the Universities of Edinburg, St. 
Andrew's, and Glasgow, and graduated at the 
latter at the age ot 18. Evincing avery early pre- 
dilection for practical mechanics, his father per- 
mitted him to be employed in the workshop as 
ah engineer, and afterwards assisted him to 
prosecute his studies in cognate sciences. In 
these he made such advanees that on the death 
of Sir John Leslie, Professor of Natural Philos- 
ophy in the University of Edinburg, in 1832, the 
young engineer was selected to supply tempo- 
rarily the vacancy,and delivered a complete 
course of lectures on natura! philosopby to the 
students. From this time his career as 
A PRACTICAL ENGINEER AND SHIPBUILDER 
became decided, and whilst in E\linburg he built 
some small steamboats for cana! and river nav- 
igation, and constructed steam-carriages for 
common roads, which ran between Paisley and 
Glasgow for a considerable time. In a few 
years he succeeded Mr. Caird, of Greenock, as 
the manager of one of the largest shipbuild- 
ing and engineering establishments in Svot- 
land, where he continued until his removal to 
London in 184, where he constructed four 
large steamships, the Teviot. the Tay, the 
Clyde, and the Tweed, for the West 
India Royai Mail Company. Mean- 
while he had not neglected Sol- 
ence, but had applied its doctrines 
to the mechanical arts. As a shipbuilder he 
was ied to investigate the laws by which water 
opposes resistance to the motion of floating 
bodies, and be establisbed the existence of 

THE WAVE OF TRANSLATION,” 
on which he founded his “ wave system” of 
construction of ships, intreduced into practice 
in 1835. A paper bearing on this subject was 
read before the British Association in 1835, and 
for some years he continued his experiments, 
which amounted to the almost incrediple num- 
ber of 2,000. It is only fair to state, however, 
that his claim to the originality of this discovery 
was contested by the late Mr. Thomas 
Assheton Smith, the well-known fox- hunter. 
The first vessel constructed on his “wave prin- 
ciple’ was the Wave, in 1536, which was followed 
by the Scott Russell in 1836 and the Flambeau 
and Fire King in 1838, all of which proved suc- 
cessful. Mr. Scott Russell's principle was 
adopted by Mr. Brunel in designing the Gr@at 
Britain, and it has steadily made its way both®n 
this country and in the United States, and was 
carried out in the Great Eastern. 

A memoir on the laws by which water opposes 
resistance to the motion of floating bodies was 
read by Mr. Scott Russell before the Royal So- 
ciety of Edinburg in 1837, and obtained for 
him the large gold medal, and he was 
elected a Fellow and placed on the 
Council of the Society. Ten years 
later he was elected Fellow of the 
Hoval Society of London, and member of the 
Institution of Civil Eugineers, of which he was 
a Vice-President. He was an active member 
of the British Association, a member of the 
Society of Arts, and was for some time its 
Secretary. He was one of the three original 
promoters of the Great Exhibition of 1851, who, 
under the direction of the late Prince Consort. 
pianned and organized the preliminary ar- 
rangements, and, in conjunction with Sir 
Stafford Nothcote, was Joint Secretary of 
the Royal Commissioners for carrying out 
the exhibition. He was one of the founders of 


INSTITUTION OF NAVAL ARCHITECTS, 
and one of its Vice-Presidents, and contributed 
many important papers to its transactions. He 
compiled a large and costly treatise, entitled 
“ The Modern System of Naval Architecture for 
Commerce and War,” which comprehends the 
theory of naval design, the practice of ship- 
building in iron and in wood, the principles of 
steam navigation, and is i trated with 150 en- 
gravings, containing finest works of 
modern shipbuilders and engineers. He 
was also the author of a work entitled 
“Systematic Technical Education for 
the English People.“ In the autumn of 1871 Mr. 
Russell came prominenily before the public as 
the author of a scheme cailed The New Social 
Alliance.”” His object was to effect a union be- 
tween some of the leading Conservative mem- 
bers of the Legisiature and certain self-styled 
representatives of the working classes, with the 
view to the amelioration, through the interyen- 
tion of the State, of the cofidition of the Work- 
ingm en.

SWARMING INTO AMERICA. 


One Feature of the Unprecedented Rush 
of Immicration—The ftalian Influx 
Criticised by the Itallans—Peoor, Inva- 
lid, Aged aud Simple Comiag by Hun- 
dreds—Eviis of the Padroue System. 

New York Sun, June & 

The 170 Italian peasants who were imported by 
the brothers Baccari have been put to work at 
some distance from this city building a railroad. 
Signor Cerruti, of the Italian Bmigrant Aid 
Society, and au Itailan gentleman of means, who 
is interested in the case, will follow them in a 
few days to wateh them. 

“It is all very well to talk about this ri 
contract being at once @ philanthropic anda 
legitimate commerciai affair,’ said Signor Cer- 
ruti yesterday, but those of us who have been 
watching Italian immigration for years know 
better what itis. There has been a great im- 
provement in the character of the immigrants 
from Italy in the past few years, but there is 
still room for reform. Forty or 0 per cent 
of those who come here are not such as either 
the Americans or their countrymen would ad- 
vise to leave their native land and settle in 
America. Some are old, others are vietims of 
chronic illness. others are too young, still 
others are sent because they are burdens upon 
their people, and very many are unprovided 
with money, unaware of what they must endure 
here, and unfitted for maintaining themselves, 
as they must do. Until we have a law 
forbidding pardones to bri over 4 1 
like the law applying to children, this will be the 
case. To account for Others that arrive Who are 
unfit to come, there is found to be official loose- 
ness or carélesness In Italy as well as & custom 
E there toa greater or less extent of 

ending immigrants the means to come here at 
exorbitant rates of interest, or charging 
double that expended on them. 

“The law in Italy is all right,” continued 
Signor Cerruti, “and the Government of Italy 
sends neither convicts nor paupers hére. The 
paupers come in tne ways ihave described, of 
are sent here by their friends because they are 
lazy and shiftiess, and cannot get along at home. 
The improvement in the condition of the immi- 
gxrants, however, isto be traced to the system 
and direction they meget with when they land, 
by which they are cared for and provided with 
1 rather than to any mprovement 
in the character of the immigration.’ 

“Do the Italians who are establiéiea dere 
assist those who come?” 

“O yes, to a great extent. They area - 
hearted peopie—almost too good-hearted. If 
they were only as wise as they are generous 
there would be littie to find fault with. Last 
winter there were thousands here without work 
or means. We expended $200 or $300 a month 
on bread for them, and the Italians who nad 
any ane. no matter how little, did all that they 
could.” 

“Do not those who meet with misfortune 
write home. and deter others from coming?’ 

“On the contrary, whed they are penniless 
they borrow 85 or $10 to seud to their relatives. 
We have known of plenty of such cases. Most 
of them leave families behind, and they want 
them to think they are doing weil. It is said 
that there are but 25.000 or 30,000 Italians in 
New York. lam satisfied, however, that when 
all who belong bere are im the city, there are 
50,000 here, In t summer they are away at 
work, but the of the time they are here. 
We met with sad gases among those who ought 
not to have come’ Hundreds come here expect- 
ing to be seeretaries or interpreters, and bave 
to do mechanical and even menial work. The 
other day we hada man Of good birth, an ex- 
army otlicer, who came here for empioyment. 
He could not speak Bngtish, and he had no trade. 
We got him apprenticed to the piano-making 
business in Albany. He was shocked, but what 
better could he expect. In a few years he will 
be earning good wages. For others we have got 
places as ollice-boys. They come back and say 
they bave to carry beer for the men where they 
work. We explain bow helpless they are, and if 
they mean well they keep &t work. The worth- 
leas ones come here two or three days, then 
complain that we do not n to help them, and 
gOaway.

The New Comic Opera of “Claude Dau- 
vai.” 


The opera of Claude Duval was given at 
the Grand Opera House last evening. after two 
postponements, for the furt time in this city. 
It is the joint work of Messrs. Stephens and Sol- 
omon, the authors of “ Billee Taylor,” bad a 
long run at the Olympic Theatre in London, and 
was quite successful during its briefeareer at 
the Standard Theatre in New York, where Mr. 
Carleton may be said to have “created” the 
title role in this country. The opera itself is 
founded on a legendary incident in the career of 
Claude Duval, the famous highwayman. In one 
of his raids on Newmarket Heath be captures at

QUIN BOHANAN. 


A Verdict of Murder im the Second De- 
gree Heturned by the Jury—Somie Par- 
ticulars of the Life of the Noted Des- 


perado, - 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Lxrwcoun, Neb., June 9.—The trial of the cele- 
brated Quin Bohanan, which was closed and 
givento the jury yesterday, was decided this 
afternoon, when, after a disagreement for 
twenty-five hours, a verdictof murder in the 
second degree was brought in. The jury also 
recommended that the oulpat be sentenced to 
the penitentiary tor life. jury stood at 
first eight to four in favor of finding for murder 
in the tirstdegree. Judge Pound will deliver the 
sentence tomorrow. The verdict gives general 
satisfaction to everybedy but the immediate 
friends of the murdered man. 

Quin Bohanan a few years ago achieved the 
reputation of being one of the most desperate 
characters along the Western borders. His name 
was a terror along the Missouri River, where he 
is known to have committed several murders, 
and led the life of a thief and optlaw. His 
partner in crime was the not McWaters, 
who afterwards headed a revolt in the Nebraska 
Penitentiary, and was shot dead by one of the 
guards a few months following. Like Bobanan, 
he was a desperate character, with a reputation 
for lawlesness that extended all over the West. 
Several times before being fiaaily placed in 
prison he was run down by the officers of the 
law, but he somehow managed to escape, once 
by killing one of his guards, and another time 
by the assistance of Bis wife, who sent him a 
loaf of bread which she had baked with a large 
knife in the centre. He concealed the knife 
on nis person, and at the rst good 
ty made a break for liberty, using 
to such good ad t that be regai 
his freedom; but be was shortly recaptured, 
tried for one of his many crimes, and sentenced 
to the penitentiary for life. About this time 
Quin Bohanan feil afoul of the law and was also 
sent to the penitentiary.

A 
brief history of that event is as follows: One 
day while the Deputy Warden, who is now War- 
den of the prison, was making his daily rounds, 
he was seized by McWaters and Bohanan, and a 
man by the name of Geary,alsoa d 
charac and thrown to the floor. Ropes which 
bad previously been secured were brought out 
and quickly the officer was bound hand and foot. 
Then followed a rush for the guards 
and other officers of the prison, who were soon 
overpowered, and the whole establishment was 
in the bands of the convicts, with McWaters and 
Bohanan as leaders. The next move was 
to change their lo for the 
garb of citizens, done to 
as great an extent as possible, and then a 
rush was made for the arsenal for arms and am- 
munition. Fortunately the door could not be 
opened, and no efforts of the mob could break 
itdown. S8S0on it became known on the outside 
that the convicts were in revolt, aad hundreds 
of citizens, armed with sorts of weapons, 
gathered around the prison. The telegraph was 
brought into requisition, and a & train 
from Omaha brought a company of soldiers to 
the scene.

Fruit-Raising in the Sacramento Val<« 
ley—The Chinese in California and 
Oregon. ;

duru a long ridp around Sacramento took me 
to see a Saciamedto Valley pear-orcoard. There 
are miilions vf agres ia the Vaiieys of the Sacra- 
meanto, Sau Jonqam. Yuba, and Feather Rivers 
where splendid crops are raised without irriga- 
won. There is rain, but still the ground 
constantly mois from seepage. Tne’ Yuba, 
Sacramento, and Fea mer Rivers are several feet 
above the surrq jnding farms—caused by the 
débris frum the ydraulie mines in the mount- 
ains. The leved holds them up above tne farms. 

The pear-orch/td visited has twenty acres in 
it. There are dt trees to the acre. itis four 
years old. Last.ear the trees paid the owner 
$2.00 a tree, and early 450 an acre. lu a few 
yeurs euch trod will pay $10. The orchard is 
beautifully umb ated. Not a weed is to be 
seen. Every fäl be top of every pear-limb is 
cut off eighteeriincnes, io keep the tree down. 
Ali California grpe-vioes are cut down in the 
tall to one mag Siem with a few stub limbs at 
the top. The es thus stand alone. Grape- 
vines and peur-trees, Gov. Stanford tells me, 
should be cut thegame way io Lilinois. 

Chinamen do all the work in these grape and 
pear orchards. They cultivate the trees, trim 
them, and pick the fruit. They are patient, hon- 
est furm-labvorers. the universal Califuroia 
verdict is, that a Chinaman works as well when 
you are oot watching him as wheo your eves are 
upon dim. They nevor stop working till the 
work is done.

Our 
people could live as cheaply here if they wanted 
to; but chey will not.” 

“ How do yuu co.opare the Chinamaao witn the 
California * hoodlum : 

“The Chinaman works like a civilized man. 
and has the wants of a suvage: while the * boud- 
lum’ works lke a savage, and has the wants of 
a civilized man.” 

“The *bhoodium’ will not work, chen?” 

“No. He cousiders it deyrading. He will 
work forafancy price ata fancy job. He will 
tend bar in a saloon ona boliduy, when ne can 
get $10 for a days work.” 

* What will he do witb the $10?” 

“He Will bire a carriage and take three other 
*noodiuins’ alvog with bim; chen they will all 
get drunk, and end up by assauiting a Obina- 
man.“ 

Wdo is the *‘boodium?’” I asked. 

“He is the son of one of the men who came 
bere at au eariy day and struck it rich, but aft- 
erwards got poor. His father. who may be dead 
now, often made $l0va day at miuing or keéping 
a saloon or taro-bank.” 

» How do doodums dress?” 

“They wear sweli-bottomed pantaloons, sack- 
coats with wide braid oa he u. dyed mustaches, 
and cetiuloid collars. They live on the street- 
corners and in veer-gardens diytimes; and some 
pad women sdelters che n at nizhc.” 

Do he *huvdium’ gris work?“ 

“No. They consider work disgraceful. Some- 
times they will clerk it in dollar-stores, bul they 
will not do huuscework. 
made labor so degrading that ne noodium girl 
will not work.“ 

“ Then, if you don't have the 
your work, who will do it?” 

“I don’t know. Perbaps other labor would 
come bere.” 

When i askea Mr. Holman, one of the editors 
of the Uregunian, the leading newspaper of 
Oregon, what be thought about the Cninamen, 
he said: 

We have 4,000 Chinamen in Portland. They 
have joss- houses and cheatres. They work weil. 
They are faitoful, cienn, and bonest.” 

“Then What is your urguweat against them ?” 

„Huey devrade labor. Our white girls wil not 
work with them, any more thun the white giris 
of the South will work witb the negro; and bey 
drive many of our young meno out of labor into 
gu nbim and saioon-keeping.” 

Tne Puaciac Coast needs labor. Hops are 
splendid crop here, but they can get no one to 
pick them. Fruit pays spleudidiy; but it tukes 
the subtle Coinamaa to pick it. Still, if the 
Chinaman sevds $W out of every sio that he 
eurns back to China, of what good eis he to the 
state? His Gay's work, for which he gets $1. 
may make $2 worth of weaith. He may make 
$2 worth of pears, or hops, or wheat. W hat 
chen? We consume the weaith, and ne $1 mar- 
gin goes to Caiga. We Want ima grants wou 
will assiimilate—woo will become part of us. We 
do not want to let our aavioD ut as a pasture- 
ground. The Chinaman’s Lioud Can never mix 
with ours. He can never be an American. 
Theretore I say he is not a desirable immigrant. 
fig i do us no good. He isnot much bettet 
than ao African or ao Arabian * Hy would 
be.

The Life of Loug fellow. 

Althougb Mr. Underwood's biography of the 
poet Longfel'ow was in some measure anticipated 
by Mr. Ke unedy's work, stili the former's volume 
is so far superior to the latter's that it may be 
called the first biography of our greatest bard 
yet issued. The family will soon publish au 
edition of Mr. Longtellow’s currespuvudence, 
with an account of his life, and at jeast one 
Other book, by Mr, Lanman, is announced as be- 
ing in course of preparation. But it is difficult 
to see bow Mr. Underwood's work could be sur- 
passed in the admirable and tinisbed manner in 
which it bas been written. This author under- 
took to write a life of Longfellow at the latter's 
request, and but a short time before his death 
the nutes and data he hud accumulated were 
submitted to Mr. Longfellow for bis revision. 
So that the work is authoritative and reliable, 
and ¢onsidering the short time in which it was 
completed and issued is a remarkable proof of 
the writer's ability and vommand of his re- 
sources. That it is a condensed biographical 
memoir is true, but it contains all that the gen- 
eral reader will most wish tu kuuw, and we style 
is so entertaining and pleasing that it may weil 
its kind. The 


knowledge of the subject discussed. The ad- 
wirers and lovers of the dead poet are scatiered 
the world over. Every one of them will give to 
Mr. Underwood's appreciative work a hearty 
welcome. 

Longtellow died March 24, and Mr. Under- 
woud's Preface is dated at Boston April 27, 1882. 
The volume contains thirty-nine chapters and 
an appendix, cios.ng with a biography of Lone- 
feliow, and emoellisned with twelve silustrations. 
The first chapter contains a brief skevwn vf 
Awerecan literature sixty yeare ago. Thisis 
udmirubiy written, and ies a capital synopsis of 
the state of the American titerury worid us com- 
pared with that vf Hogiand half a ceutury ago.

A Sane Lunatic, 

This is the poradoxieal title of a very bright 
and readable novel written by Mrs. Burnham, of 
this city, who made her début as an autbor 
about a year ago with a cleveriy written story 
eatitied “No Gentlemen. A Sane Lunatic” 
marks an advance in the amuvicion and also in 
the ability of the writer. There is greater 
vreadtb to the plot, its complications are handled 
with more skill. and the general tone of the 
work is superior to Mrs. Burnham's tirst attempt 
at authorship. No Gentlemen was a good 
novel, but A Sane Lunatic” is a better one, 
und shows more promise. for the future than its 
predecessor. There are some crudities of style, 
and an occasional lapse into the assumption 
that it is necessary to fully explain te the read- 
er things that really explain themselves, but the 
dialog is bright, the deseriptive portions weil 
managed, and the story of interest throughout. 
The maln idea ou which the plot of the vovel 
turus is not entirely Ooriginal—there being two 
or three French works and at least one English 
one baving the same leading motif—but the 
treatment is not unustural, and the complica- 
tions neatly developed.

The thi:* and fourth volumes of Lecky’s 
“ History of England in the Eighteenth Ceut- 
ury have been issued in this country by D. 
Appleton & Co. The work is an important one, 
and so far as it bas already progressed Mr. 
Lecky appears to have proved uimseif a reason- 
ably impartial bistorian, and to have fairly 
stated the various public questions discussed 
duriug the eghteenth century in Great Britain. 
The third volume opens with an essay on the 
various kinds of mouvarchy, with au expressed 
prefereace for one that is limited io form: 

The problem of comvia.og stability, capaci- 
ty, and political freedom in modern consti- 
tutional munarenies of the Baglish type, been 
ost full, met by acareful divisiwa powers.

growth of Bogiand. 


Theological Works. 
“International Revision Commentary—Mat- 
thew'’: This is the first volume of Dr. Schaf 
Abridged Commentary on the New Testament, 


Prot. Kiddie’s Condensed Commentary ov 
Mark having preceded the present volume. 
Prof. Schaff edits the whole work, but employs 
assistants in the prosecuwon of it. These small 
volumes cootain the substanee of a larger com- 
mentary woich has been published in part, and 
we presume will be continued. But this abridged 
edi don follows the revised version of the New 
Testament, while the larger ed:tion has so far 
followed King James’ verygion. This difference, 
however, is not very material. Dr. Scbaff bhim- 
self is the author of the Commentary on Mat- 
tnew both iu the larger and the smaller form. 
The abidged form is well adapted for ordinary 
tamily use. But it would be a calamity if the 
larger form should be discontinued. It is much 
better adapted to the use of universities and 
students tnan the smaller edition. Dr. Schaff is 
doing a great work for the bevefit of Biblical 
students in this country. He is abundaut in hie 
labors. The Condensed Commentary on Mat- 
thew contains an accurate map of Palestine in 
the time of Christ. 

“Three Huodred Outlines of Sermons on the 
New Testaments: This is the first volume of 
“The Clerical Iibrary,“ to be followed by one 
on the Old Testament, and others. A. C. Arm- 
strong & Son, of New York, are the publishers. 
The difficulty with such books is, that they coa- 
tain nothing but skeletons and hints, and afford 
a temptation to young ministers to adopt not 
only the thoughts but che plans of other men's 
discourses. If the volume before us is consci- 
entiousiy used only for the hints which it at- 
fords, it may be proiitable to many readers. The 
authors of the outlines are distinguished clergy- 
men of Enagiand, Svotiand, and the United 
States. 


“ Abbott’s Young Christian”: This is a new 
edition of an oid and widely-esteemed work.

This book is the tirst of a series of philosoph- 
ical classics which is to comprise among others 
a similar exposition of Kant's * Bthics,” by Pres-

** Transcendental Ideal. by Prof. ohn Watson; 
one of Hegel's “ Logic,” by Dr. W. T. Harris;

Kedney. These gentiémen are all masters of 
their several studies. With the exception of 
President Porter, they may be said to be of the 
Hegei.an school of philosophic thougat, not so 
much in the sense that they adopt Hegel's for- 
imal dialectic method as mat chey recognize the 
vital, seif-evolving principie of thought which 
he was the first tu exhibit, and the inevitable re- 
sults to which the applicauon of that principle 
ieads ia science, art, and religion.

The farmers of Central Lilino.s are very mucb 
discuurawed over the continued ruins which 
bave wagbed out nearly ali the curn planted thus 
far, and in many cases left we Gelds in suck oou- 
dition as to preeiude the possibility of raising 
even half a crop. la Sungumen’ County, 
owing to the woprecedented rainfall, 
hole fields have been planted twice, 
and eveo three mesa, and upon the 
bighest ground corn which should be ut 
least twelve inches high is just mak ug its ap- 
pearance above the surface. The loss occu- 
sivo thruugb this delay bus already amouuted 
to fabulous eures, and uuless a decided change 
tor the better vecura nal che next ten da,s 
nere Wili be the svortest crop uf corn raised 
ever bavwn tu the great corn beit of [limots, 
Last Monte was the cuidest May ever cava in 
luinus, and in cousequeuce all farm-work was 
ruinvoualy delayed. 

The same unfortunate state of things exists io 
Morgan, Menard, Mecun, and Logan Count es, 
torvug: wach a Tatoos representative re- 
centiy jou need. It is generaliy conceded mat 
the crop will be a short ove, and that unless fair, 
mild, aod warm weather sbould prevail during 
June and July many farmers will be placed in 
a Very serious position as regards the future. 

The storms of last week in Centrai indie 
were unprecedented. Hyhway dr dges were 
wusbed away waich had not been, renewed ior 
ten years; wovle tieids of corn were literully 
was bed out; fences were carried away in sec- 
tions; and tbe damage to crops of ali kinds was 
very great. Cuttle-feeders, who raise but little 
corn and rely almost exclusively upon their 

stures for feed. are not so seriousiy affected.

Much 
bas been said and written of the 
famous erazmg facilities of the country 
about Lexingtoa, Pars. and Bowling Green, in 
the state that bas given to the country the 
famous Kose of Sbarun Sbort- Horns, and borses 
that un ve astunisbed the worid. yet one can ride 
ciear out of tual vulue-grass belt in a 4 of 
alf a day. Ruaning tarvugh the Diack fich 
loum of a tier Of Game extending neariy 
across the State % Hiinois are the same ingre- 
dients that are fuund m tue Kentucky soil, with 
the additional recommendation, that the soli. ia 
lutueis is much ricver. and the territory in 
whieh ibis gruss is found much larger. Upon 

grass farms are just as god cattie 
as Keutucky can produce; supervising the 
farms are a class of wmeo second to sone 
as to culture and iotelligence, and it is a matter 
of congratulnuon for every Lilineisan to kKouw 
that this State now stands at the dead t the list 
wf agriculture and stuck-raisimg States. The 
elnim that olue runs must be grown io Ken- 
tucky iu order to iusure good ca tie has been 
disproven, and the vreeders of Lilinois have in 
their recent sale- showa as foely-bred cattle as 
the couutry contains.

Farmers should bear in mind that the natural 
home of the ‘sheep is upun dry uplanda, and, 
thougb a limited number. willi for a time thrive 
upon the succulent grasses of low ground, they 
are apt to become icted with foot-rot and to 
scour if kept to:ckly upon the ground.

It would seem in the progress of bumao senti- 
ment and the desire for improvement in the

The Market Agitated by Rumors 
of Failures, Which Are 
Contradicted. 


The Produce Markets Somewhat Less Active—Corn 
Weak, as a Consequence of Fine Weather 
and Large Receipts. 


Wheat Easier in Sympathy—Provisions 
Opened Out Strong, but Closed 
Lower. 


FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened weak and were depressed by 
rumors of failures, which threatened the sub- 
mergence of several houses, ove at least of them 
baving been supposed to be very powerful. 
These rumors were denied as fast as made. 
That relating to the principal house seid to be io 
troubie, the New York Dvening Post believes to 
be a malicious invention. A reward of $5,000 is 
said to be offered by the head of the house for 
the detection of the author of the canard. The 
stories were true as rewerds the fact that one 
well-known concern was in trouble, but it ts 
said to bave been helped tbroug by Mr. Gould. 
The stocks specially affected were Denver, 
Louisvilie & Nashville, and Wabash. Towards 
the close a sligbt rally was made. and at the close 
the market was lu better shape. 

Money was 3 percent. There will be no gold 
shipments on the Italian account. Foreign ex- 
cbange remains half a cent below the ex port-of- 
specie point. 

The oscillations in Manitoba are explained by 
the agnouncement of @ new issue of $5,000,000 
of stock to stockholders at par. The price 
declined to 123, and then recovered to 1381. 
This does not seem a specially propitious time 
for asking for more money. The price of St. 
Paul retiecte pretty faithfully the lack of en- 
thusiasm with which the public look on the 
“ privilege” of taking new stock by paying 100 
cents on the dollar for it. 

The bears pressed the whole list, but made no 
special impression on the active stucks, except 
on those nathed above. Chattanooga went off 
from 55 to 52%. There was no support to any- 
thing. The banks in New York are giving the 
cliques trouble about their loans by rejecting as 
collateral all the fancies that the bunkers appre- 
bended would be unsalable in case of a bad 
break. 

The coal trade is reported dull, and a majority 
of the companies are in favor of a further re- 
stricuon of mining this month. 

The Gowen and Garrett party bave made up 
their ticket for Jersey Central. The Lacka- 
wanoa interest is in harmony with them, and no 
contest will be made. The Directors will be Lit- 
tie, Sloan, Kean, Clark, Sheppard, Garrett, 
Gowen, Randoipt, and Knight. 

There was a large covering by the shorts yes- 
terday. 

The Post of yesterday said with regard to the 
rumors of fallures: 

From careful inquiry we are led to believe 
that the principal bouse pointed at as being in 
trouble is far trom being sa, and ‘be rumor was 
a malicious inventi6n. It should be said that 
suspicions were directed aguinst the house 
by other means of expression thao men- 
tioning the name, there appearing to be a dread 
of the risk incurred by mentioning tbe name. 
The other concern which was the subject of 
rumors, is pure and simple a stock exchange 
firm, ano our ieformation is that there will be no 
suspension, the foundation tor rumor baving 
been that that firm was found to be quietiy sell- 
ing stocks for cusf®mers through several other 
firms. At least that is what we are told. 

Kiernan's letter says: Mr. Gould is probably 
not ready to bull the market. He is said to have 
information that the railroad engineers and 
brakemen purpose a strike this month. Some 
of them are bitter against Mr. Gould because be 
bas multiplied labor and reduced wages on Wa- 
bash and vo the Southwestern lines. It is stated 
thai some of the trunk lines have extended low 
rates on contracts expiring in June till Decem- 
ber, thinking it useless to try to do better. One 
of the ablest operators said that he did not wish 
to buy until conditions would permit him to bull 
stocks for six months. Crops will not be fully 
assured for thirty dars. It will be necessary to 
put stocks up and hold them some time before 
the public will come in. The great operators 
cupnot afford to make a great many false starts, 
and they are not likely to bull the market in 
earnest without giving their following ample 
time to get in on the secoud line. When the 
shorts have covered somebody must buy long 
stock or prices will gudown. Mr. Vanderbilt is 
reported to have told a broker at the races this 
week that he had been a buyer of Lake Shore 
for several days. Excellent authority pro- 
nounces the statement true that 2 per 
cent will be declared on the stock al- 
though the road has not earned it; the 
payment is compensation to stockholders for 
the large amountof money used iu construction. 
It is expected by insiders that better rates on 
a greater volume of business will keep the 
dividend at 2 per cent for the rest of the year. 
A member of the trm of W. B. Meeker & Co. 
said that the suspension was due to the failure 
of a large customer to furnish cash margins, 
real estate being given instead, which could not 
be turned over in time to avert the trouble. 
It is understood that the firm will soon resume 
business, some delinquent customers having 
made their accounts good. The marked increase 
in the earnings of the International & Great 
Northern Raad indicates increased earnings fur 
all Southwestern roads. ftimations were given 
that Texas Pacific will de the first of Gould 
stocks to bave a strong rise. It was believed ia 
some circics that the point to buy Texas Pacific 
had been too generally circulated, and that Mr. 
Gould was a seller. The report telegraphed 
from Denver that the Denver & New Orleans 
was earning $200,000 per month is at least re- 
markable. The company has just begun to op- 
erate 120 miles between Denver and Puevlo, and 
is currying passengers tor $1 and freight at very 
low rates in opposidon to the Denver & Rio 
Grande. On the busis of $200,000 monthly the 
company would earn more than tue entire cost 
of the road in jess than a year, and in face of a 
war of rates. The Univwn Pacific earnings for 
April were $658 per mile, while those of the 
Der ver 4 New Orieans Company are bere re- 
ported at $1,666 per mile per month. Gov. Evans 
is reported thus far unsuccessfu! in bis eH ort to 
raise money bere by sales of bonds and vther- 
wise.

DOOM OF THE BUFFALO. 


Wholesale Slaughter Thinning Out the 
Herds—How the White Man Hilis His 
Game— A Genuine Iudian Hunt oa the 
Yellowstone. 

Corr spondence Philadelphia Times. 

BILLINGS, Mont., May 25.—The building of a 
singie transcontinental railroad line, now rap- 
idijy progressing, is resulting in the wholesale 
sianghter of the buffalo in his last available re- 
treats, and the time cannot now be more tbau a 
few years distant When the uncouth wild 
bovine who furnishes meat, clothing, and 
sbeiter to the Indiags will be extinct in 
the United States. He will linger awhile 
longer in British America and then go 
to join the Mammotn and the Mastodon. 
The Northern Pacific Raiiroad penetrates his 
best feeding-grounds. Hunters can leave the 
road at a dozen points, equipped for slaughter 
on a large scale, and reach the berds by a tew 
hours’ travel. There is no new region less ac- 
cessible to which the animal can fail back and 
und subsistence. The raiiroad is his death- 
biow. Last winter K was estimated that 225. 
00U buffalo were killed in the Yellowstone Val- 
ley and the belt of country lying be- 
tween it and the Upper Missouri. Old 
hunters with whom 1 have taiked say that 
five years will finish the business. The 
tacility with which outfite can be procured and 
the feeding grounds reached from the pew ru 
road towns and the comparative cheapness of 
trunsportation for the bides to Eastern markets 
bas caused «a great incrense in the ranks of the 
meu who make buffalo-Killine a trade durtng 
the winter muntbs. Large numbers of the un- 
imals are killed by the Sioux, Obeyennes, Crows, 
and other Indian tribes, but the greatest de- 
struction is by the skillful white men, who go at 
the Work in an intelligent, systematic way for 
ali the money there is iu it. 

The Indiaus Kili the year round for meat, but 
the white husters only go out in we winter, 
when the hides havea fur-liike quality and can 
be converted tito buffalo robes. A skin taken 
io the summer is only god for leather. A buf- 
faio bunting outut usually consists of one or 
two hunders, two skluners to each hunter, two 
or three teams and wagons, a cok, and a stock 


t ammunition and provisiuns. One mau, usu- 


ally a practical bunter, dwas the outut and 
pays the other men a montbiy salary. Arrived 
upon the rapge a dug-out is constructed by cut- 
ting an Opening in a side bill, rooung it wiih 
hides or with boughs and dirt. This is che home 
of the party. A soeet-irun stove or a replace 
of sumes and mud warms the burrow anda 
hide serves for a door. The bunters scour the 
country on their horses for signs of the prox- 
imity of a berd. When they discover such signs 
they do not gallop on, find We herd, dusn amoug 
them and kil right and left. That is tne way 
buffalo hunting is done in the pictures m the 
school geographies, and it is the way the In- 
dians who are after meat often hunt. The 
white man is too smart. He wants to kill 
as many aoimalis as possible without stam- 
peding the herd. First he “couches” bis 
horse, concealing him in a coole“ or gully— 
(the rigut word is the French cuulee, but West- 
ern usage bus corrupted it to coole. If the 
buffuloes should get wind of the dome they 
would take the alarm and makeotf.

About noon the great berd, urged on by the 
scouts, came thundering down the bilis into tne 
bottom. Then the people on the bills closed up 
tneir line bebind them, and the bunters dashed 
jnto the berd and the slauchter. When- 
ever the animals A. stampede towards 
the bills they would be driven back J — 
squaws waving the red blankets. The bu 

rode to and fro, with wonderful skill — 
the charwes of the wounded bulls and carrying 
on the slaughter with littie more trouble than 
they would bave bad in a drove of cattle, When 
their ponies were exhausted they rode up the 
hills and wot fresh ones from the squaws. After 
two or three bours of this kind of work the 
Chief gave a signal, the line on the Bilis opened 
a gap, and the survivorsof the herd were ai- 
lowed to escape. About 500 animals were kilied 
in all. The tepees were set up and the vi 
feasted for a month., while the squaws skinned 
the dvad beasts, tanned the hideg, and dried the 
meat. 

1 feel no sympathy with the sentimentalism 
that laments the rapid exterminetion of the 
buffalo. A good, fat ox isa much more valus- 
bie animal any day than the biggest buffalo 
bull. The pastures which now su t two or 
three million head of buffalo will support an 

val uumber of cattie, which, as better friends 
of man, bave a better right to them than the 
ugly wild beast that has little to give us worth 
buving beside bis skin. His meat, I can attest, 
is vastly inferior to an ordinary roast or steak. 
Let the buffalo go—the taster the better—and 
jet the grassy bills and plains ot Montana and 
Wyom be covered witn berds of good, honest, 
civilized cattle. When the. buffalo disappears 
ludian savagery will disappear too. The Indian 
will have to lay down the rifle and take up the 

low. He will never work as long as be can 

unt and draw Government rations. If he is 
ever to advance io civilization be must bave the 
same incentive to work that impels white meu 
the love of property and comfort, and the dread 
of giarvation. E. V. 8.

Something About Its Members. 
New York Tritwune ( Prutectionut). 

William A. Wheeler was bora at Malone, N. . 
(bis present home, Juve BW, 1819. Early io life 
be was admitted to the bar, and asa lawyer he 
goon won distinction. His public life began 
with bis election to the State Legisiature, of 
which be was a meiwber in 1860 dnd 1851. He was 
a member io 1858 and 1850 of the Stace Seuate. of 
which he was also President pro tem. He was 
Presideut of the State Quastitutional Couveution 
of 1867-63. Mic. Wheeler was elected to the Thirty- 
sevento Congress in 1860 as a Repubiican, and he 
was also a member of Congress from March 4, 
1869, to March 3, 1877. In 1876 be was elected as 
Vice-President, serving from March 4, 1877, to 
March . 1881. Since the latter date he bas heid 
no public office, but he received a handsome 
vote when the Legisiature was voting for a 
United States Senator to occupy the seat made 
vacant by the resignation of Senator Conkling 
Mr. Wheeler has been engaged considerabiy in 
the banking business, and uus been President of 
the eosburg & Lake Champlain Railroad, but 
as a member of the commission be will represent 
no special industry to the exciusion of others. On 
the iuriff question bis views are suid to be io 
favor of a muderate prutev of every .mpor- 
tant industry veeding prutecOon. 

John L. Hayes, of Cambridge, Mass., was burn 
at South erwies. Me., sixty years agu. He is 
the son of the ate Judge William A. ~~ 4 
noted agricuiturist and lawyer uf his day, and a 
brother of Francis B. Hayes, of Boston, and of 
Gen. Joseph Ha, es.

He 
was thus one vf the tirst to lead ohe way fur 
the formation of the Republican party. Mr. 
Hayes went to Wasnmston in 1848, where he 
avon took ( prominent piace iu bis prufession, 
and from 1861 to 1654 be was the agent of Cuuada 
in securing a reciprocity treaty.’ President Lin- 
cvin made him Acting Commissioner of the 
Patent Office, a position whick he filied with 
credit. Since 1865 he hus deen Secretary of the 
National Association uf Wool Manufacturers. 
He is editor of the United states Induririal Di- 
rectory and of the Bulletin, published by the 
wool maoufacturers. Mr. Hayes has written 
many legal, political, and scientine papers, 
among which is une on “tue Protective Ques- 
tion at Howe and Abroad.“ 

Henry W. „Oliver Jr., of Pittsburg, Pa., was 
born in 1 & rone, Iriland, in 180, but was 
brought to nied States in follow ug 
year.
